closes Events Leading Up to Shooting in Springfield, HI.— 
Prisoner Threatens to Kill Self—Some Believe Him Insane, 
Others Say Queer Actions Are Feigned 


Arnal C. Walker, alias Frank Williams, confessed siayer of Mrs. 


Dorothy Cognion. formerly of Coshocton. who is held In the Sanga- 
mon-co jail at Springfield. Illinois on a murder charge, has become 
"surly and trouble provoking'' to coimty officials in what is believed 
to be an effort to create a basis for an insanity defense, according 
to advices received by The Tribune from Springfield today. Some of 
the officials, it was stated, believe him insane. 


He made repeated threats to kill himself and discontinued them 


only when county officials told him further threats would result in 
strait-jacketing- Mrs. Cognion was well known here, having left here 
about five years ago. Her mother, Mrs. Nancy J. Shryoek; husband, 
John Cogrsion. from whom she has been separated, and two brothers, 
C, A. and D. E, Shryoek and one sister, Mrs. Sophia Foster, all live 
here.
